Sheriff’ McMinn received the major- 
ity vote here as well as in Ontario, 
but the eastern end of the county 
voted against him and he was de- 
feated by W. A. Shay by over 1000 
votes. ; 

The vote in the county on the 
gharter amendment was 4043° Yes, 
3575 No. 

Another feature of che election 
here as well as in Ontario was the 
fact that the voters gave Mrs. Irvine 
a lead over Congressman Kettner 
for congress. Republicans gener- 
ally here did not take kindly to the 
request of President Wilson that on- 
ly Democratic congressmen be re- 
turned and Mrs. Irvine was given a 
lead here by fifty, votes and in On- 
tario by fully 100. Kettner was 
elected, his home town, San Diego, 
giving him a big vote. 

Governor Stephens received 559 
votes here; Bell receiving 110. “and 
Roser 19. Stephens — was: elected 
governor by over 90,000 votes. 

After having first been listed as 
defeated, the county charter amend- 
ment came to life with additional 
returns yesterday and with 160 of 
178 precincts counted it had a lead 
of nearly 500 votes and is definitely 
carried. The vote stands 4043 for, 
3575 against.

‘the value of nearly 9,000,000 francs. 
In 1916, the figures ‘had risen to 
2,236,000 watches, and 19,500,000 
francs, 

In 1918 Germany was the largest 
ibuyer, importing Swiss watches to 
the amount of nearly $3,000,000 
francs. Last year the purchases 
amounted only to 13,000,000 francs, 
Great Britain came just behind Ger- 
many on the list in 1918 with 31,- 
000,000 franes, and last year the fig- 
ure dropped to 25,500,000 francs. Re- 
markable as it seems, Russia, in 
spite of her revolutionary troubles, 
bought 24,500,000 francs worth of 
watches last year, against 18,600,000 
francs in 1913. 

Sweden in peace times bought 
watehes to the value of 1,800,000 
francs; in 1917 the figure had risen 
to 9,200,000 franes. Overseas eX- 
ports to Argentina dropped consid- 
erably during the war, but those to 
China rose slightly, whilst those to 
Australia increased sevenfold.
